This should be put a stop to by the Government, 
as it is not only an injustiee to the rank and file of 
the American people, but is a rank steal and an eva-. 
sion of the law on the part of the rich. There is lit-. 
tle use to pass laws and then allow them to be cir-| 
cumvented in this manner, and it is now up to the. 
federal government to not only eollect these neces- 
sary taxes, but to see to it that they are not recol- | 
lected out of the necessities purehased by the poor. 


It is manifestly unfair that organized labor should 
be blamed for the few bad eggs which manage one 
way and another to get in among them.

I never could’ understand why Ingalls should 
Say that, for he was not a pessimist, and he be 
lieved in the greatness of God and the goodness 


of man, and must have known that time, which 
levels all things, would ultimately eradicate the 


evil in things political. Be that as it may, he:was 
mistaken, ‘ 


Purity tn polities is not an fridescent dream, any 
more than is honesty and decency a dream in the 
ordinary business affairs of the nation and the 
people, for politics is business, and nothing else. 


At a meeting of the Democratic leaders of Colo- 
rado a few years ago, this scribe called down the 
whole bunch for a proposed proceeding which was 
not honest, and refused the proffered position as 
head of the publicity and literary end of the state 
Campaign unless honesty should be made one of 
its cardinal doctrines and basic foundation stones, 
Stating that he could not write articles which 
would appeal to the people unless they bore the 
unmistakable stamp of honesty. A candidate for 
the Supreme Court present arose and said: “And 
now comes a man from the wilds and fastnesses of 
the mountains unto Denver, preaching the new 
gospel of honesty in politics. I have done Politics 
in the West all my life, and must confess the idea 
is new and strange to me, but am not prepared to 


say that it has not much merit.” 


I believe there should be purity, honesty and 
manhood in politics, as well as in all other walks 
of life and branches of business. That was why 
I fought the new party in the last campaign, for 
I had nothing whatever against the organization 
of a new party— and it was its dishonest and dis- 
honorable political methods which brought upon 
it the defeat it merited. 


I believe in the efficacy of the machine in poli- 
tics, even, for that means effective organization, 
and organization is necessary because it, in turn, 
brings unity, concerted effort and strength. But 
machine work, like everything else, has its limita- 
tions and should not be carried to the excess of 
ignoring the rights of the people or any faction 
thereof, as has the Hiram Johnson machine in 
California. 


Machines are labor-saving devices which are in 
this day and age a necessity and have come to stay, 
but no machine on earth was ever yet bigger or bet- 
ter than the great masses of the people who make 
its construction possible, and when it gets to be 
anywhere near that it should be smashed. When 
a political machine—municipal, county, etate or 
national—gets clogged with corruption or gorged 
with graft and greed, the wind should be let out 
of its tires—which reminds us but little honk- 
honking is heard just now from around the baili- 
wick of Sacramento or at Oyster Bay. 

Politicians and parties make a great mistake in 
not taking the people more into their confidence. 
As a basic rule, the people can be depended upon 
to do nearer what is right than the politicians. 

To these lines this editorial axe has ever hewn, 
and it pleases me immensely to chop out a chip of 
solid truth occasionally which falls upon the hol- 
low womb of Mother Earth with sufficient thud to 
admonish those enwrapped in the dogma that all 
others save and except the professional politician 
are born only to the lowly station of drawers of 
water, hewers of wood and oilers of the machine 
that kingly prerogatives, swell-heaaedness and po- 
litical warlordism are morc in the line of trides- 
cent dreams than the goodly and godly doctrine of 
purity in politics.
